We would further call your attention to: the fact that this 
delay of nearly two months in referring the petition to us means 
that Mr Smyth (who in the interval has been in attendance on the 
lectures in Philosophy) must either be admitted by us into the 
Department (for which he is not eligible,according to our conditions 
of admission) or lose his year. The situation in which both we and 
Wir Smyth have been placed,through this delay,is an exceedingly
